The decision was made at a 
conference of top Government 
leaders including Foreign Min- 
ister Shigemitsu, Director 
Tatsunosuke Takasaki of the 
Economic Planning Agency, 
and Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Ryutaro Nemoto yesterday eve- 
ning. 

Hatoyama will shortly send 
his personal message to the Rus- 
sian geader via the Soviet 
Fishery Mission in Tokyo after 
making further arrangements 
with Sergey Tichvinsky, chief 
of the Mission. 

In his letter, fhe Prime Min- 
ister is expected to reveal his 
readiness to visit Moscow and 
sound out the Kremlin’s views 
on the new Japanese proposals. 
These include: 

1. Restoration of diplomatic 
relations through the so-called 
Adenauer formula, by shelving 
the vexed territorial issues. 

2. Exchange of diplomatic 
- representatives between Tokyo 
and Moscow. 

3. Immediate release and re- 
patriation of Japan _ detain- 
ees, 

4. Soviet endorsement of 
Japanese membership in the 
United Nations. 

5. Effectuation of the Fish- 
eries Treaty. 

The message will also ask 
how the Soviets intend to dis- 
pose of the Habomai Group and 
Shikotan Island off Hokkaido in 
the event a Russo-Japanese rap- 
prochement is effected through 
the Adenauer formula. 

The idea of Hatoyama send- 
ing a personal message to Bul- 
ganin has developed from the 
recent talks between Agricul- 
ture-Forestry Minister Ichiro 
Kono and Economic Planning: 
Agency Director-General Tatsu- 
nosuke Takasaki and Minister 
Sergey Tichvinsky, head of the 
Russian Fisheries Mission in 
Tokyo. ; 

Government leaders have 
become increasingly convinced 
that the peace negotiations can 
be successfully concluded on 
the basis of the Adenauer for- 
mula after sounding out Soviet 
intention through Tichvinsky. 

They contend that _§ this 
means is the best method for 
solving the intraparty strife 
over Hatoyama’s contemplated 
Moscow visit.

Nuclear Arms 
Tests Bared 


|By Moscow 


MOSCOW, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
The Soviet Union announced 
today it exploded a nuclear 
weapon today, presumably the 
fourth in the currents series of 
tests. 

The announcement distribut- 
ed by the Government news 
agency Tass also confirmed that 
a nuclear weapon was tested 
Sept. 2 as previously reported 
by the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

The report of today's test was 
the promptest ever issued by 
the Soviet Government and in- 
dicated that the Soviet Union 
is determined to beat the United 
States in announcing its tests, 

President Eisenhower  an- 
nounced the Soviet Union’s test 
of Aug. 30 and Aug. 31, a few 
hours ahead of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment’s own announcement. 

Today’s announcement simp- 
ly said: 

“On Sept. 2. and 10 of this 
year in the Soviet Union were 
held serial tests of atomic wea- 
pons in connection with a pro- 
gram of _ scientific research 
work. 

The tests presumably were 
held in same general Central 
Asian region of the Soviet 
Union as were previous tests 
of the current series. 


U.S. RB-50 Missing 
With 16 Abroad

The U.S. Air Force said a 
US. Air Force RB-50 was con- 
sidered missing last night when 
it falled to return to its home 
station at Yokota Air Base, near 
Tokyo, on schedule, 


The missing aircraft carrying 
a crew of six officers and ten 
airmen was last heard from 
when some 200 miles northwest 
of Niigata, off the west coast of 
Honshu where it had been as- 
sisting in gathering data on Ty- 
phoon Emma, 

The aircraft had sufficierit fuel 
to keep it aloft until 9:30 p.m. 
yesterday. It was listed as over- 
due when it did not land at 
Yokota at that time and was de- 
clared missing one hour later. 

Other aircraft participating 
in weather reconnaissance be- 
gan an immediate intensive air 
search which continued through- 
out the night in hope of sight- 
ing signal flares. 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 10 (AP)

-Asia Policy 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—A private research organiza- 
tion said yesterday the United 
States faces “a very agonizing 
réappraisal” of its Far Eastern 
policy if’it would keep up with 
Communist Moves in that area. 

This view was laid down in 
a 500-page foreign policy study 
by the Brookings Institution. 
The review, entitled “United 
States. Foreign Policy, 1945-1955,” 
is ome of a series undertaken 
bythe fonprofit institution to 
analyze’ problems confronting 
American policymakers. 


The Far Eastern part of such 
a review, it added, would likely 
inwolve “a very agonizing reap- 
praisal_ipdeed” because, it said: 

“Tt. is no longer possible to 
doubt that Communist China for 
purposes of immediate action in 
the ~international system, has 
adequately consoiidated and 
stabilized its power. 

“There is equally little reason 
to doubt that the United States 
can not-challenge this power in 
the Par East without allocating 
nore Of its resources on a scale 
that would limit its capacity to 
aet elsewhere.” 
at Said that in late 1946, due 
to .the “double compulsion,” 
US. ~ officials suggested the 
speedy conclusion of a Japa- 
nese, Peace Treaty, and also 
slackened re-education efforts 
among.the Japanese people. 


But the failure of the Mos- 
cow-cdnference of foreign min- 
isters in March, caused the 
United States to reconsider its 
position, the study said, and 
advocate an Ill-nation peace 
conference.

U.S. Savants Working 
On A-Powered Rockets 


LOS ALOMOS, N.M., Sept. 
10 (AP)—The Los Alamos Ato- 
mic Laboratory disclosed yes- 
terday it has been working on 
atomic powered rockets for the 
last year. 

Laboratory officials would 
not reveal the status of their 
research, which if successful 
would go a long way in open- 
ing the bridge to space, and 
which could power missiles of 
unlimited range. : 

Existence of the N Division 
at this laboratory where the ato- 
mic bomb was developed was 
disclosed in a brief press release 
announcing the employment of 
an engineer, William F, Cari- 
son of Bristol, Connecticut. 

The release identified the N 
Division as “concerned with the 
research and development of 
nuclear rocket propulsion.” 
This was the first public word 
of existence of the project here- 
tofore under a tight secrecy lid. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 10 (AP) 
—A wind tunnel capable of 
simulating missile flights of 11,- 
000 mph at temperatures hotter 
than the surface of the sun has 
been put into operation by the 
U.S. Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command, 


The tunnel, dubbed “Hotshot” 
by the engineers and technicans 
who developed it, has been plac- 
ed in operation at the com- 
mand’s Arnold Engineering De- 
velopment Center, Tullahoma, 
Tenn., the .ARDC announced 
yesterday. 


More than 100 successful test 
runs already have been made 
in Tunnel Hotshot using scale 
nmiodels of long-range missiles 
and subjecting them to speeds 
up to 1,000 mph and tempera- 
tures of 15,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit, about 5,000 degrees hotter 
than temperatures on the sur- 
face of the sun. 


Japan Movie Wins 
Prize in Venice 


VENICE, Sept. 10 (INS)— 
Japan and Spain shared top 
honors at the Venice Film Fes- 
tival yesterday, but neither re- 
ceived the coveted Golden Lion 
of San Mark. 


“Biruma no Tategoto,” the 
Burmese Harp, however, re- 
ceived the new San Girogio 
Prize, awarded this year for the 
first time for the film the best 
shows “men’s capacity to live 
one another’s lives.”

A-Survivors Own Check 
Shows Many Still Sick 


Only a handful of those who 
experienced the war-end atom 
bombings of Hiroshima and Na- 
gasaki have fully regained their 
health, according to a survey 
conducted recently by the A- 
bomb survivors’ own associa- 
tion in Tokyo. 


The Association of Atom 
Bomb Sufferers yesterday re 
leased the findings obtained in 
the survey, conducted from 
Aug. 19. It was made through 
questionnaires sent to 1,296 sur- 
viving victims of the atomiza- 
tion of the two cities, now re- 
siding in the Tokyo area and 
Kyoto, Ehime and Nagano pre- 
fectures. 


Presidents of the two bomb- 
ed cities were excluded. 

Responses came from 39.1 
per cent of all those question- 
ed, A total of 48.9 per cent of 
those in Tokyo responded. 

Of a total of 494 respondents 
who showed definite symptoms 
of radiation immediately after 
the atomic bombardinents, 449 
said they had sufferea from

Art-East and West 


Maruyama Okyo—Translator of Nature 


By ELISE GRILLI 


Paintings by Maruyama Okyo. Ex- 
hibition at the Shirokiya Store, 
6th foor. Ginza at Nihombashi. 
Through Sept. 16. 


Maruyama Okyo (1733-1795) is 
classed by Japanese art histori- 
ans as “a great master of real- 
ism.” That reputation rests 
primarily on a series of sketch 
books in which he recorded min- 
ute observations of nature, and 
also on a few works of his later 
phase. 

In a large survey of his work 
(said to be the first such assem- 
bly in Tokyo, despite this artist’s 
eminence and importance) other 
aspects of his style emerge with 
even more forceful importance. 
The “realism” is at most rela- 
tive, as a procedure of nature 
study carried a step further 
than that of Korin and Tannyu 
and other predecessors. 

The present exhibition brings 
into one large gallery most of 
his important kakemono paint- 
ings and samplings of his screens 
and fusuma with which he dec- 
orated many flights of halls in 
temples and shrines scattered 
around Kyoto and as far afield 
as Kotohira-gu in Shikoku and 
Daijo-ji near the Japan Sea. 

Space Decoration 

These latter designs involve 
space decoration on a huge scale 
and would thus ipso facto indi- 
cate a decorative, rather than a 
realistic approach. 

In his smaller paintings Okyo 
looks back nostalgically at 
several historic styles, and in 
other works he shows an aware- 
ness of Chinese and Dutch in- 
fluences that were swirling 
about in his own day. As a 
result one can count at least six 


different phases or manners of 
painting. Does this mark Okyo 
as an eclectic artist? 

To me he seems rather a 
“modern” artist, in the sense 
that he was perhaps Japan’s first 
painter to encounter the typical 
problem of present day art, 


namely, the multitude of geo- 


graphic and historic styles, all 
simultaneously assailing an 
alert spirit who thus lives in 
four dimensions. 

If the artist can resolve this 
chaotic impingement of count- 
less stimuli, we call him an ori- 
ginal and richly creative per- 
son; if he succumbs to this mul- 
tiplicity, he is deemed academic 
and imitative. The French 
sculptor, Rodin, may be cited 
as an example of a learned and 
traveled artist who absorbed 
nearly all the art-currents of his 
day and yet achieved a resolu- 
tion in original work. 

It is in this light that Okyo 
should be examined for some 
final resolution of personal and 
unique expression somewhere 
near the peak of his maturity. 

It may seem paradoxical to 
stress the importance of cross- 
currents at a time when Japan 
was supposedly sheltered in its 
tightest isolation. Okyo was ac- 
tive around the middle of the 
Tokugawa period, when Japan 
had contact with the outside 
world only through one tiny 
peephole in the port of Naga- 
saki. 

This restriction to a single 
small aperture made the pres. 
sure most intense and certainly 
made intercourse difficult, yet 
it could not prevent the entry 
of Chinese and European cur- 
rents. Two Chinese painters 
were active in Nagasaki early 
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in the 10th century; I Fu-chiu 
brought a fresh impulse of the 
freedom of “Literati” painting, 
while Shen Nan-p’in introduced

at the Kabuki theater and Geisha Dancing at a famous Japanese 
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the realistic art of Ming and 
Ching, which also bore touches 
of European contacts, 

A more direct wave of realis- 
tic influence flowed into Japan 
through the “rangaku” or Dutch 
learning, which the Japanese 
scholars absorbed with passion- 
ate interest, especially where 
the natural sciences revealed a 
whole new field of inquiry. 

Okyo absorbed all these in- 
fluences in addition to his na- 
tural grounding in the painting 
traditions of the Kano and Ko- 
rin schools. He started out with 
the fine brush control and vir- 
tuoso ink painting of his Kano 
teacher, with that sure alpha- 
bet which a highly skilled Japa- 
nese painter finds basic for all 
other forms of expression. 


Into Personal Art 

Through the narrative scrolls 
of the Kamakura period he per- 
fected his sense of dramatic em- 
phasis. The love of rich color 
came readily from the decora- 
tive screen of Korin and of the 
Genroku period which formed 
Okyo’s immediate past. The Chi- 
nese tradition he knew in all its 
aspects, from the academically 
precise to the most dashingly 
eccentric. And then, when he 
was in his thirties, he became 
enthralled with the botanical 
and zoological color plates in 


the Dutch books, plus the exam- 
ples of linear perspective and of 
the human nude that he found 
in the Italianate paintings im- 
ported by the “Namban” Chris- 
tian missionaries before the 
seclusion policy had gone into 
effect. 

‘The summation of these mani- 
fold trends makes for eclectic- 
ism and Okyo cannot be said to 
be free of this taint. In his full 
maturity, however, he sur- 
mounted and transformed these 
influences of other arts, just as 
he transmuted into a personal 
art the direct observations he 
had made from nature, 

Take, for example, his paint- 
ing of waves for which he be 
came renowned. In his oeuvre 
there can be found waves in 
all forms and conventions, from 
Sung to Sesson and to the whirl 
pools of the Hozu rapids that 
he never tired of studying. His 
final water rhythms are neither 
Chinese nor are, they natural- 
istic. 

Okyo’s particular solution of 
this blending process set the 
key for Japanese painting dur- 
ing the follotving century and 
even to our own day. His vic. 
tory over artistic cross-currents 
cannot be emulated and must 
now be re-conquered by every 
artist in the modern world.

The Tokyo recitals wiil be all 
held at the Hibiya Public Hall 
on Sept. 29, 30, Oct. 13, -16 and 
17. There will be another in 
Tokyo before Oborin leaves 
Japan, date for which has not 
been yet settled. 

Other concerts will be given 
in Kobe on Oct. 3, Osaka, Oct. 
4, Hiroshima, Oct. 3, Fukuoka,

and Sendai, Oct. 31. 

Born in 1907 the son of a 
music-loving engineer in Mos- 
cow Oborin first learned music 
by ear at the age of four. 

His musical talent having 
been recognized by his parents 
and friends he was enrolled in 
the Moscow Conservatoire in 
1921. Immediately upon gradua- 
tion he won the first prize in 
the Chopin Piano Concours held 
in Warsaw in 1927, 

After the concours he toured 
Poland, Hungary, Germany, Fin- 
land, Switzerland and France. 
Because of his “cheerful har- 
mony with and overtone of 
optimism” he won high esteem 
throughout Europe. 

Oborin is also an accomplish- 
ed chamber musician. With 
David Oistrakh, noted violinist, 
who was very highly acclaim- 
ed in Japan during his recent 
music tour in this country, Obo- 


rin began giving chamber music 
concerts in 1938, 


For his outstanding contribu- 
tion to society as a concert 
musician he was awarded the 
Stalin award in 1943 which was 
followed by many other awards.

Luminous Paint, 
X-Rays May Harm

UNITED NATIONS—Tomor- 
row’s children will inherit the 
damaging results of today’s 
radiation, a World Health Or- 
ganization meeting of experts — 
warns. 


And the startling conse- 
quences of this legacy is that 
small things like luminous radio- 
active paint and X-ray examina- 
tions build up large effects as 
they are scattered over one gen- 
eration after another. 


This arm of the Unjted Na- 
tions, warns that a small 
amount of radiation received by 
a large number of individuals 
could have cumulative effects. 
This means appreciable damage 
to later generations, 


Unfortunately, WHO reports, 
there is still great mystery sur- 
rounding exact amount of dam- 
age and great gaps of Knowl- 
edge frustrate such measuring. 

WHO convened the group to 
throw more light on these gaps 
and invited radiologists, statisti- 
cians, public health workers 
and specialists in genetics, the 
science of heredity, to get 4 
world-wide point of view. 

The radiation which increases 
the dangers for future genera- 
tions includes, besides XA-ray 
exams and luminous wrist 
watches, nuclear reactors that 
are being used more and more 
in education, science, industry. 
and commerce; radioactive — 
wastes and radioactive material 
in earth, air and water. 

Certain X-ray exams were con- 
sidered one of the major sources 
of radiation doses affecting the 
sex glands,

Argentina undertakes to con- 
template the speedier  settle- 
ment of the debt if trade 
between both countries reaches 
high levels. 


Japan also agreed to accord 
export usance and other finan- 
cial facilities for orders on capi- 
tal ~nods. 


Both countries resolved to re- 
Open negotiations aimed at 
streamlining the treaty and fur- 
ther trade expansion no later 
than December, 1956. 


Negotiations so far completed 
took. two months and were con- 
ducted by the president to the 
Argentine Inter-Ministrial Com- 
mission on Foreign Trade Senor 
Julio Broide and the Japanese 
envoy Takashi Otsuki.

The subcontinent has in the 
past failed to attract overseas 
holidaymakers, principally be- 
cause it is too far away from 
the rich, populous countzies of 
the Northern Hemisphere. 


Planners behind the “Come 
to Australia” campaign see the 
Olympic Games, to be held in 
Melbourne in November and 
December, as a stepping-stone to 
putting the country on world 
travel agents’ maps. 


Unique Attractions 


Their task is to impress 
Games visitors from all over 
the world that Australia has 
unique tourist attractions which 
are worth a visit without the 
added lure of the Olympics, and 
to make them unofficial ambas- 
sadors for Australia when they 
return home. 


Abroad, the Government-back- 
ed Australian National Travel 
Association is to reopen its pre- 
war offices, commencing short- 
ly with one in San Francisco. 

Aided by a Commonwealth 
grant of £A50,000 (£40,000 
sterling) the association plans 
to increase its board of honor- 
ary Officials to include répre- 
sentatives of industry, business, 
travel agencies and State Gov- 
ernment tourist offices, whom 
they expect to boost substan- 
tially the association’s annual 
income. 


Before World War II, the as- 
sociation’s annual Common- 
wealth grant was £A25,000 
(£20,000 sterling), “a vast sum 
in those days,” said the assis- 
tant manager, Richard D. Pies- 
se. In. those days there were 
offices of the association in Lon- 
don, New York, San Francisco, 
Bombay and Wellington. 


After the war, the grant was 
cut to only #£A5,000 (£4,000 
sterling) and the offices were 
closed. The association press- 
ed for more finance, and the 
grant grew to £A15,000 (£12, 
000 sterling) last year and to 
£A50,000 this year. 


-Booklets and Posters

The association distributes 
more than 250,000 booklets and 
posters a year to thousands of 
travel agents the world over. 
Many publications are almost 
entirely pictures, a “language” 
which can be understood by

India’s Reserve Bank 


Makes Annual Report 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 10 (Kyo- 
do-Reuter) — The Reserve Bank 
of India’s annual report yester- 
day warned that continued vigil- 
ance was necessary to combat 
inflationary tendencies in India’s 
economy. 

It said the balance of pay- 
ments for the year ended June 
30, 1956, would probably show a 
deficit on current account of 
about 200 million rupees (about 
£15 million sterling) compared 
with a surplus the previous year 
of 230 million rupees. 

It added that because of large 
imports of machinery and equip- 
ment for the second Five-Year 
Plan “the urgency of export pro- 
motion could not be overem- 
phasized.” 

The report said there had 
been a substantial increase in 
industrial production, but agri- 
cultural output had declined to 
“a slight extent.”

CAIRO, Sept. 10 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Egypt is opening trade talks 
with Communist China today 
to replace some of its imports 
from “other countries” in the 
face of threats by the Western 
Powers to impose economic sanc- 
tions, it was officially learned 
yesterday. 


Chinese Deputy Minister of 
Foreign Trade Wang Li-wang 
called on Minister of Finance 
Abdel Moneim El Kaysouni and 
Minister of Commerce Moham- 
med Abou Nosseir yesterday to 
pave the way for today’s talks. 


Egyptian Undersecretary of 
Commerce Mahmoud Badawo 
El Shiati said that Bgypt “could 
export from China many of the 
goods it is at present buying 
from other countries.” 


Egypt and Red China con- 
cluded a three-year trade agree- 
ment in August, 1955, which 
provided that at the end of each 
year the two countries could 
enter into negotiations to 
modify its provisions. 


This stipulation enabled Egypt 
to open the talks with Red China 
with a view to stepping up 
trade with that country in view 
of its deteriorating economic re- 
lations with the West during 
the Suez crisis. 


Yesterday’s preliminary talks 
resulted in the creation of 
three joint committees for com- 
mercial exchange, currency re- 
gulations and legal drafting. 


Red China is expected to step 
up its purchases of Egyptian 
cotton and increase its exports 
to Egypt. 


Red China last month deposit- 
ed 20,000,000 Swiss francs in a 
Swiss bank and thus is in a 
position to switch its currency 
deals with Egypt away from 
sterling. The move was design- 
ed to offset British blocking of 
Egyptian sterling funds in the 
United Kingdom, 


MITI Adopts 
New Budget 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry plans to 
spend a total of ¥29,200 million 
in fiscal 1957, a threefold *in- 
crease over ¥8,200 million for 
the current year, says Kyodo. 


The Ministry adopted this 
budget estimate Monday and 
started negotiations with the Fi- 
nance Ministry immediately. 


The amouwnt desired includes 
¥23,000 million for execution of 
its key policies, This represents 
an increase of nearly %20,000 
million over ¥3,200 million for 
this fiscal year. 


Of the total of 29,200 mil- 
lion, the amount earmarked for 
expansion of trade came to ¥53,- 
940 million, improvement of 
mining and manufacturing tech- 
nique ¥4,709 million, relief of 
small industries ¥5,229 million 
and maintenance of defense pro- 
duction industries #469. million.

The largest equipment contracts 
in Manitoba Hydroelectric 
Board’s history have been 
awarded to an English firm for 
a new steam power plant which 
eventually will cost a total of

about 24 miles north of Win- 
nipeg on a site opposite the 
town of Selkirk on the Red 
River. 


The initial contract for two 
66,000 kilowatt turbine genera- 
tors, at a price of $3,663,700, 
has been awarded to C. A. Par- 
sons and Co. Ltd., Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, England. 


The generators will be in- 
corporated into a new steam 
station with a capacity of 350,- 
000 horsepower. This will be 
one of the largest in Western 
Canada. 


Japan Chief Customer 


For Taiwan’s Salt 


TAIPEI, Sept. 10 (Kyodo- 
UP)—More than 70 per cent of 
Taiwan's salt out for this year 
has already been tagged for 
Japanese customers, the Taiwan 
salt Administration announced 
yesterday. 


Taiwan produces about 350,- 
000 metric tons of salt annual- 
ly. About 250,000 tons will be 
exported to Japan at $10 a ton, 


The first shipment of 2,300 
metric tons left a Taiwan port 
for Japan Saturday. 

Other importers of Taiwan 
salt this year are Malaya, 8,700 
tons; the Philfppines, 3,700; 
Okinawa, 350: Hongkong, 500 
tons, and Borneo 55 tons. 


Vienna Autumn Fair 


VIENNA, Sept. 10 (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—The Vienna Interna- 
tional Autumn Fair was opened 
here by its president, Dr. Edu- 
ard Heindl. 

Some 4,126 firms, among them 
nearly 1,500 foreign concerns, 
are displaying their goods at the 
fair, which includes all branches 
of the Austrian as well as inter- 
national economy.

There is no doubt of the sincere concern felt by the 
nation’s leading business and financial leaders over the 
current political situation. Their statement expressing 
their hope for the early retirement of the “ailing” Prime 
Minister doubtlessly expresses the sentiments of a number 


of people. 


The motive of the business leaders is reported to be 
their fear that a Socialist regime would come into power, 
if the Liberal-Democrats continue their factional strife 


and lose the confidence of the people. 


And they feel that 


Mr. Hatoyama is now incapable of exerting his leadership 
and that he should be replaced. 

It is our belief that the businessmen as citizens have 
a right to their views—as long as they do not try to 
organize themselves into an unhealthy pressure group. 
Thus, we do not hold with those Liberal-Democratic leaders 
who have bitterly criticized the businessmen for “meddling” 


in politics. 


But there is a question or two that must be asked in 


this connection. 


Do the businessmen really understand 


the full implications of the step they are suggesting? Will 
the retirement of Prime Minister Hatoyama bring stability 
to the political scene? Do they believe it would be possible 
under the present two-party system to change the Prime 
Minister without handing over the reins of government, 
even if temporarily, to the Socialists? 

The fact of the matter is that it would be impossible 
to remove Mr. Hatoyama alone at this stage without involv- 
ing the Liberal-Democratic Party as a whole.

Asahi Shimbun regretted that 
the Cairo conference on the 
Suez Canal dispute came to an 
end without finding any clue for 
a solution, In the paper's view, 
' efforts should be made by na- 
tions concerned to call another 
international conference, larger 
than the London conference, in 
an effort to find a_ solution. 
Egypt should be invited to this 
conference, At the same time, 
the paper called on Britain and 
France to refrain from resorting 
to armed force and not to eva- 
cuate British and French pilots 
from the canal. 


Mainichi Shimbun expressed 
regrets over the fiasco of the 
Cairo conference on the Suez 
Canal dispute. In the paper's 
opinion, it is undeniable that 
relations between Britain and 
France on one hand and Egypt 
on the other “are growing 
tense.” The paper pointed out 
that Egypt is bound to suffer 
most in case of an open clasn 
because no Arab nation is in a 
position to give more than moral 


support to Egypt. 


Yomiuri Shimbun warned 
that the Cabinet’s exclusive de- 
votion to the problem of Japan- 
Soviet Union relations is caus- 
ing delay in other Government 
affairs. According to the paper, 
the Government has many prob- 
lems Weeding immediate and 
prompt attention 4s, for e@X- 


ample, compilation of the fiscal 
budget. 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) said that the Government 
is now in a dilemma over the 
rice import plan. Due to last 
year’s bumper crop and the good 
crops predicted for this year, 
the Government will not 
have to import so much rice as 
planned, For fiscal 1956-57 the 
Government planned to import 
1,200,000 tons of rice, but only 
600,000 tons will be needed, the 
paper said. The Agriculture- 
Forestry Minister wants to 
slash rice imports as much as 
possible, the paper stated. ‘How- 
ever, in order to develop exports 
to rice producing nations, Japan 
will be pressed to import rice, 
the paper said. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
Stressed the need of calling the 
National Diet into an extraor- 
dinary session in order to 
decide on Prime Minister 
Hatoyama’s “new Adenauer 
formula” for a peace settle 
ment with the Soivet Union.

‘False’ Election Suit 


Far-Reaching Consequences Seen in Unique Legal Battle Against Gov't 


A bizarre legal battle begins to- 
day when the Tokyo High Court 
takes up the case of an elector 
vs. the Central Election Man- 
agement Commission. 


Rather unlikely to occur in 
another country, the legal dis- 
pute is an outcome of the elec- 
tion system peculiar to Japan, 
under which the Government 
handles every little detail of the 
entire procedure—from publicity 
for candidates to providing pen- 
cils in the ballot booths. 


The complainant in the case, 
filed on Aug. 6, is one Fujimi 


Yoshikawa, a citizen of the 
Yamaguchi City, Yamaguchi 
Prefecture. 


He asked the court to declare 
null and void the July 8 House 
of Councillors election -for the 
national electorate held in 
Yamaguchi Prefecture. 


His ground for the suit is that 
the official information sheet 
concerning 150 national elector- 
ate candidates distributed in 
Yamaguchi Prefecture, contained 
omissions and erroneous data, 
affecting 12 of the candidates, 
with regard to their political be- 
liefs, slogans, party affiliations 
and personal backgrounds. 


False Data 


The errors were discovered 
on July 5 as soon as the sheets 
were distributed in some areas 
in the prefecture. Red-faced 
officials of the Prefectural Elec- 
tion Management Commission 
hastily changed printers to pro- 
duce the correct version for re- 
distribution. 


Nonetheless, the electors had 
false data to judge the candi- 
dates with, according to the 
plaintiff, who maintains that 
“the distribution of the (mis- 
leading) official information 
Sheets is a clear case of viola- 
tion of the Publie Offices Elec- 
tion Law.” 

The law requires that the Pre- 
fectural Election Management 
Commission carry in their offi- 
cial bulletins data concerning 
the candidates, as furnished 
them by the Central Election 
Management Commission. 

And distribution of the infor- 
mation sheets must be complet- 
ed “two days before the voting 
day,” says the statute. 

The Government defendant 
frankly admits that the Prefec- 
tural Election Management 
Commission was at fault in pre- 
paring the first official bulletin 
that contained the errors. But 
it holds that the wrong was cor- 
rected properly, and therefore, 
it is not guilty of violation of 
the Election Law. 


Errors Listed 


Some of the errors pointed 
out by the complainant were: 

1) The political beliefs of a 
Labor-Farmer candidate Kiha- 
chiro Kimura, the noted econom- 
ic expert, whose failure at 
the polls last July was gome- 
what conspicuous, were miss- 
ing from his column in the bul- 
letin. They were found instead 
in the space for another candi- 
date, Enkichi Yamamoto, an in- 
dependent, who, incidentally, al- 
so failed. 


2) Candidate Yamamoto’s 
own slogans were found in Mrs, 
Shizue Kato’s column, 

3) The personal background 
of one candidate was found in 
another’s with the result that 
the latter, according to the er- 
roneous bulletin, had two birth- 
places. . 

4) An independent candidat 
was surprised to find he was 
a Liberal-Democratic candidate, 
and a Liberal-Democratic candi- 
date saw his party affiliation 
omitted. 

In Limited Area 


According to the complainant, 
furthermore, the Yamaguchi 
Prefectural Election Manage- 
ment Commission did not com- 
plete distribution of the correct 
version of information sheets be- 
fore the statutory deadline, That 
is, it was circulated only in

Bequest of $50,000 to Horses

Crux of Issue 

The crux of the issue, as a 
matter of fact, is found in the 
phrase of characteristically 
Japanese ambiguity—“two days 
before the voting day.” 

It this were worded, for in- 
stance, as: “48 hours before 8 
a.m. of the voting day,” there 
would be little room for dispute. 

Considerable difference  ex- 
ists in the interpretation of the 
phrase by the two sides. Ac- 
cording to responsible officials 
in the Autonomy Agency, of 
which the Central Election 
Management Commission is a 
subsidiary office, the phrase 
“two days before” when applied 
to the July 8 elections, means 
“by midnight of July 6.” 

“We have always interpreted 
it that way,” an official asserted 
last week, indicating that the 
Government had a strong case 
on this question. 

The complainant’s position, 
of course, is that “two days be- 
fore” means “by midnight of 
July 5.” P| 

This is not the ‘first time, 
however, the Central Election 
Management Commission was 
sued for election mismanage- 
ment, 

Similar Case 

A significant case of a similar 
nature came out of the April 
14, 1953, House of Councillors 
elections. In Sano City, Tochi- 
gi Prefecture, it was discovered 
on the voting day that local elec- 
tion officials had mistakenly 
identified a Left-Wing Socialist 
candidate, Takeshi Hirabayashi, 
as Communist on the official 
bulletin, which was posted at 
21 places in the city. 

To make the matter worse, 
when the ballots were in, it 
turned out that candidate Hira- 
bayashi placed 54th in the na- 
tional electorate, and the first 
53 candidates were the success- 
ful ones. And Hirabayashi’s 
votes were only 367 fewer than 
those of the 53rd successful 
candidate, Yoshio Kusumi, a 
Ryokufukai man, 

The Left-Wing Socialist filed 
a suit against the Central Elec- 
tion Management Commission, 
asking the Tokyo High Court to 
invalidate the elections. 


On Feb. 18, 1954, after 


10 months of deliberations, the 
court ruled in favor of the 
plaintiff, and the defendant ap- 
pealed the case to the Supreme 


Court. 
Results Reversed 

But the Supreme Court, in 
its Sept. 24, 1954, decision, 
upheld the lower court decision. 

Thus, Sano voters went to the 
polls again on Oct. 17, 1954. 
And the results were remark- 
able: Hirabayashi and Kusumi 
changed places! 

That meant, that the Ryoku- 
fukai lost one seat’ while the 
Left-Wing Socialists gained one. 
Hirabayashi, who at that time 
was elected for a_ three-year 
term, incidentally, was returned 
to the Upper House in the last 
elections. 

How soon the final judgment 
on the Yamaguchi case will be 
handed down is difficult to pre- 
dict. But the Sano example, 
as cases of this kind go, was a 
simple one because the issue 
was clear-cut. And yet it was 
nearly a year and a half before 
judgment was reached. 

Compared with it, the Yama- 
guchi case is far more complex. 
When and how many voters re- 
ceived the corrected version of 
the official bulletin is difficult 
to prove for both sides because 
such a question would entail 
examination of a large number 
of witnesses from a broad area. 

And the witnesses in this in- 
stance will have to be brought 
all the way from Yamaguchi to 
Tokyo. 

May Mean Re-Election 


Should the court perchance 
rule in favor of the complain- 
ant and a re-election held, it 
would mean that from 600,000 
to 700,000 ballots will be cast 
anew on the entire national 
electorate candidates. (In the 
July voting 66.8 per cent of ap- 
proximately 960,000 Yamaguchi 
electors went to the polls.) 

The outcome of such a voting 
might conceivably upset the 
present balance of power in the 
Upper House, where the Social- 
ists now command 80 seats, 
just four short of one-third of 
the 250 seats, The Socialists 
can block a _ Constitutional 
amendment attempt by the con- 
servative party with the support 
of four Communist and other 
left-wing Councillors. 

They cannot afford to lose 
many seats to hold that one- 
third line, 

What is important for the na- 
tion as a whole, however, is the 
inherent defects in the national 
electorate system for the Upper 
House, as made Clear in the far- 
reaching consequences of the 
Yamaguchi affair, 

The case in question may well 
serve as another reminder of 
the need for re-examining the 
system, 


Red China ‘Peace’ Offensive 


By JOHN MERLIN 


WASHINGTON — Communist 
China during the past few years 
has been carrying out what it 
describes as a peace offensive 
among a number of its free 
Asian neighbors, particularly 
the newly independent countries 
of Southeast Asia. The purpose 
of this campaign is to portray 
the Chinese Communist leaders 
as peace-loving and benevolent. 


However, many a headline 
story from Asia in _ recent 
months contrasts startlingly 
with this self-portrait. For in- 
stance, there has been Com- 
munist China’s buildup of mili- 
tary striking power ranging 
from North Korea across the 
southern perimeter of the China 
mainland as far west as Tibet. 
This past year alone, according 
to news dispatches, 10 new jet 
airfields have been built direct- 
ly across the straits from Tai- 
wan, The Communist firepower 
has reportedly increased five- 
fold in North Vietnam. And 
according to the eye-witness re- 
ports of Tibetans reaching In- 
dia, Communist China is not 
only seeking to destroy Bud- 
dhism in Tibet but is using 
military force to put down a 
popular rebellion against Pei- 
ping’s colonialism in this once 
free and proud Asian nation, 


And there are the reports from 
Burma of Peiping’s troops cross- 
ing over to Burmese territory, 
Referring to these reports, an 
Asian newspaper, the Times of 
Indonesia, asks this question: 
How can free countries border. 
ing Communist China sleep 
soundly in view of what is hap- 
pening in Burma? 


The Times of Indonesia also 
calls attention to the irony of 
the situation. It notes that 


Burma and Communist China - 


have agreed to the five prin- 
ciples of coexistence. And now 
suddenly Burma finds itself con- 
fronted with Communist military 
forces in its backyard. 


What these events clearly 
illustrate is that here in 1956 
Communist China still repre- 
sents a military and political 
threat to its neighbors in Asia, 
and consequently these events 


are reminding Asians of the con. . 


tinued urgent need for collec. 
tive defense against the threat 
of aggression. 


Among some Southeast Asian 
nations this need has been recog- 
nized for several years. Indeed, 
it was in fulfillment of such 
recognition that the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization called 
SEATO came into being a year 
and a half ago. : 


SEATO’s members today num- 


ber eight in all—the Philippines, 
Pakistan,. Thailand, New Zea- 
land, Australia, France, Britain 
and the United States. As it 
happens, the top military ad- 
visers from the SEATO mem- 
ber nations are currently meet- 
ing in Southeast Asia, in the 
Philippine city of Baguio. 


Philippine Vice - President 
Carlos Garcia, who opened the 
conference on Monday, describ- 
ed SEATO as a living, growing 
organization, It is concerned not 
only with military defense, pre- 
paredness against aggression, 
but with other aspects of pre- 
serving freedom—economic and 
technical cooperation, cultural 
exchanges and the exposure of 
Communist subversion within 
the Asian member nations of 
SEATO. 

In another speech, Admiral 
Felix Stump, Chief of the 
United States delegation, called 
attention to the fact that the 
Communist powers have not 
changed their aim of eventual- 
ly conquering free nations, 
though tactics are altered from 
time to time. And speaking of 
SEATO’s accomplishments in 
the field of defense prepared- 
ness, Admiral Stump said, in 
his words: “We have made 

lans to act quickly, effectively 
and jointly in case of military 
aggression.” 

The news reports telling of 
Communist China’s current ac- 
tivities in Burma, Tibet, North 
Vietnam and elsewhere in Asia 
have emphasized the import- 
ance and the urgency of SEA-

The paper 
says the choice of war or peace 
would be Colonel Nasser’s, not 
ours. Sooner or later, he must 
give way or provoke war. 

The Observer, independent, 
says that one way to insure the 
two-thirds majority in the 


United Nations Assembly, need- 


ed for United Nations backing, 
would be to extend the present 
Suez proposals in such a way 
as to gain India’s support. It says 
India’s support would be gained 
with proposals for applying in- 
ternational control not merely 
to the Suez but to Panama also 
and later to certain oilfields and 
other vital matters, such as 
nuclear power. The paper says 


that if aid for economic devel- 
opment were part of this offer 
United Na- 


to work through 
tions channels, India’s support 
would be even more sure, and 
the Russians would be chal- 
lenged to operate their aid 
equally internationally. 


The Sunday Dispatch, conser- 
vative, attacks critics of Sir 
Anthony Eden's handling of the 
Suez situation. It says the cri- 
tics never say explicitly what 
they would have done ... if 
they had been in his stead. The 
Sunday Dispatch goes on: 
Would they have tamely sub- 
mitted to Colonel Nasser’s ac- 
tions and behests, thus leaving 
our vital interests at his mercy 
and caprice? And the paper 
says: (Would the critics remain) 
unprepared if as the subsequent 
result of Britain’s compliance 
the Arabian oilfields were to be 
seized with devastating conse- 
quences to our standard of liv- 
ing? 

The Left-wing Reynolds News 
feels that Parliament should 
have been recalled earlier than 
this week, and it argues that if 
the Suez problem is still unsolv- 
ed on Wednesday, Parliament 
should not adjourn at the end 
of the week. The paper says 
that (our stand has seemed) 
perilously like a one, alarming 
mass campaign against Nasser. 

Reynolds News goes on to 
criticize those who argue 
against Britain’s taking the 
Suez dispute to the United 
Nations. It says that to turn 
now (to) the United Nations, 
if belated, would still be an act 
of adult statesmanship. 


The Sunday Graphic, con- 
servative, says that if Britain 
does take the matter to the 
United Nations, it would be 
done to shut the mouths of 
Left-wing critics, who, it says, 
go on shouting: No action ex- 
cept through UNO. The §Sun- 
day Graphic says that no 
doubt that this ... Left-wing 
ranting has done as much as 
anything else to torpedo the 
work of the Menzies commit- 
tee in Cairo. (Via Radiopress)
